Facts andfigures substantiate an increased efficiency and morale 
among workers, who have acoffee break in mid-morning or mid-afternoon, and in some lucky 
instances, both times. 

Few and touch of camaraderie with colleagues refresh employees and send them backto work 
with renewed pep, statistics show. 

The coffee break has become big business in America where restaurant services moveinto 
office buildings to supply personnel with their daily cups of energy.
